N addition to the account I have already 
| ſent you, of the ſeveral experiments I have 
made with your Styptic on the large arteries 
of quadrupeds, I now communicate what [ 
have obſerved of its effects upon the human 
body. - The opportunities that have occurred 
of trying it, have been only two : the firſt 
was in the temporal artery, juſt above the 
ear, which i was obliged to divide in remo- 
ving a portion of the ſcalp, previous to the 
application of the trefine for a fracture of 
the ſcull. The artery was very large, and 
the ſtream of blood iſſuing from it, very 
rapid, and of conſiderable diameter, inſomuch 
that I thought it a fair op portunity of trying 
the effect of the Styptic, ſome of which I

had in the hoſpital. I dipped a ſmall por- 


tion of lint in it, and applying it to the di- 


vided artery, directed the houſe-ſurgeon to 
hold it on lightly with his finger, while I 


proceeded with the operation. In a very 


few minutes he removed his finger, and the 


hæmorrhage was completely ſtopp'd; nor 


did it return during the reſt of the opera- 
tion, which laſted ſome time on account 
of the neceſſity there was of making perfo- 
rations in the cranium. | 

It may, perhaps, be obſerved, that the 


arteries of the ſcalp uſually ſtop of them- 


ſelves, or upon the application of dry lint, 

with a flight preſſure. This is true in ge- 
neral ; but ſtill every one knows, that, in 
removing the ſcalp previous to the perforation 
of the ſcull, the fize of the artery is ſo vari- 
ous in different perſons, that we are ſome- 
times obliged to ſecure them with the needle | 
before we can proceed in our operation. As 


far as I canjudge, the artery, in this inſtance, 


appeareth to be one of that ſize which it 
would have been neceſſary to tie, if your 


Styptic had not been uſed. Beſides, the effect 


was ſo ſpeedy, in this inſtance, i in ſtopping a a

conſiderable ſtream of blood, that I could not 
but attribute it to the power of the liquid; for 
it appeareth to me, that no ſuch effect could 
have been brought about in fo ſhort a kpace, 
either by the natural contraction of the artery, 
or by prefiure, unleſs it t had been continued for 
a longer time. | 
The next inſtance I tried it in was, in an 
Wipe below the knee, of the leg of a 
ſtrong muſcular man, at the Weſtminſter-hoſ- 
pital, in the preſence of a great number of 
perſons. After the removal of the leg, I 
applied doſſils of lint, dipped in the liquid, 
to the large arteries, which bled very freely. 
TE held them for the ſpace of five or fix 
minutes, after which I began gradually and 
carefully io ſoften the tourniquet. The 
hemorrhage appeared evidently to be re- 
ſtrained, though not entirely ſtopped; for 
the blood, which ſeemed to colle& from 
various ſmall veſſels of the ſtump, only fell 
down in drops, and thoſe not very trequent 
from the moſt depending part. When the 
tourniquet was quite looſe, theſe drops, fur 
a time, did not fall faſter or thicker, but 
ſeemed, indeed, to be leſs frequent; ſo that

we had ſome expectstion of being able to 


truſt entirely to the application But, after 


waiting ſome time, as this dropping ſtill re- 


mained, and the man had had a previous 
mortification i in the limb, and was therefore 


unable to bear even a ſmall accidental loſs 
of blood ſo well as a patient under other circum- 
ſtances might have done, I thought it prudent 


not to riſque the matter, but removed the 
doſſils, and ſo tied up the veſſels. Upon 
taking away the doffils, it was a circumſtance 


proper to be remarked, that one of the large 
branches, the anterior tibial art-ry, ap- 
peared perfectly cloſed; and, though excited 
to bleed, by moving the endof it to and fro 
with the finger, yet it did not yield any blood.

SIR, 
FROM the obſervations I have * on 
the effects of the Styptic, in various caſes, I 
apprehend that, where it may be brought in- 
to contact with a wounded or ruptured veſſel, 
it will ſtop the bleeding inſtantaneouſly. In 
caſes, where it can be conveyed by abſorption 
to the affected part, it will allo have an almoſt 
immediate effect. | 
I was deſired to viſit a patient of Meſſieurs 
Savage and Taylor, a few weeks ago, ſeized 
with a moſt obſtinate hæmorrhage of the noſe. 
The unfortunate man had loſt near four quarts 
of blood, and continued bleeding at ſuch a 
rate, that a few hours muſt have put an 
end to his exiſtence. Every method had 
been tried in vain.

Tt 
ſtopt the bleeding in an inftant, with- 
out any return ſince. | 
A few days ago it was tried in a caſe, 
where the maſs of blood was fo diſſolved 
and broken, that the whole body was cove-

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The blood which ſtreamed out of one of 


the patient's noſtrils, was of a blackiſh red 


colour, like the waſhings of pur fleſh, 


too thin to form 2 coagulum. 


The man who was the. happy object of 


the trial, muffed ſome of the Styptic up the 
affe&ed noſtril; t ſtopped the hemorrhage, 
prolonged his life for a ſhort time, and, if 
the blood had not been in ſuch a dreadful 
fate, might have ſaved a very valuable lite. 
__ Give. me leave to conclude this letter with 
| my ſincere thanks for the phial you were ſo 
Kind as to give me for my own ule, and with 
obſerving that no family ought to be without 
fo valuable a medicine, in order to have it 


ready at hand againſt various accidents, |

It is perfectly ſafe as an internal medicine, 
and therefore, in all caſes, where, from any 
fall, bruiſes, contuſion, or any unknown 
cauſe, blood is brought up by ſpitting or 
vomiting, a few tea-ſpoonfuls, taken every 
two, three, or four hours, will certainly 
prove effectual. Bloody ſtools might be re- 
lie ved by mixing it with clyſters. |

I DO not recolle& one inſtance in 
the account of your Styptic, where its appli- 
cation was more ſtrongly marked with ſucceſs 
than in the following caſe. 


John Lambert, a ſhipwright, of North- 
fleet in Kent, received a wound on the ſupe- 
rior part of the tibia, which penetrated to the 
bone, and opened a branch of the tibialis an- 
tica; after many applications had been unſuc- 
cefsfully tried to ſtop the bleeding, and full 
five hours after the accident happened, I was 
ſent for.

JOHN GROVER, a tide-waiter, belong- 
ing to the cuſtoms, applied for my advice, 
concerning a tumor in his mouth. On exa- 
mination, I found a large excreſcence, ariſing 
from the exterior gums of the left fide of the 
lower jaw: its baſe, comprehended the three 
middle dentes molares, but its body extended 
the length of the five, and it was three parts 
of an inch thick. It had been ten years ar- 
riving at this ſize, and during the laſt two, 
Had, at times, been the ſource of very great 
diſtreſs. 


Extirpation was reccommended, and at 
length agreed to. The tumor was carefully, 
though with ſome difficulty, diſunited from 
the gums; and proved of a very firm cartila- 


ginous conſiſtence, interſperſed with a boney 
LS ſub- 
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ſubſtance. In the operation, the artery which 
nouriſhed the tumor was divided, and threw 
out its contents in a continued ſtream : I men- 
tioned this to my friend Dr. Buys, who hap- 
pened to be with me, as a fair cate to make 
trial of your Styptic in, and he coincided in 
my opinion. The liquid was therefore applied 
according to the directions, the bleeding im- 
mediately ſtopped, and the wound 2 
N without further aſſiſtance. 


STU BBS, a lad about fifteen 

years old, in corking a bottle improperly, 
broke it, and cut his hand, a violent and 
profuſe hemorrhage enſued, which, by lint, 
flour, and tight. bandage, was ſeveral times 
moderated, but never entirely ſtopped. At 
the expiration of three hours, the bleeding re- 
turned as violently as at firſt: the dreflings 
were then removed, - and the lad declares, 


the blood flew upwards of a yard from him. 


I was” ſent for, and my aſſiſtant attended in 
my abſence; he applied ſome lint, moiſtened 


with the Styptic, and the bleeding inſtantly 
ceaſed,

The wound was inflicted on that part of 
the hand where the thumb forms the joint 
with the bones of the wriſt, and the radial 
artery was wounded about an inch below 
the ſpot where we examine the pulſe. It is 
uſual, I believe, for the artery near this 
place, to give off only a branch to the ab- 
ductor pollicis, but it often happens, (and 
it is ſo in a preparation I have now before me) 
that inſtead merely of giving off a branch, 
it divides into two equal portions: from 
the quantity of blood that was loſt; the large 
ſtream it poured out in, and the length of time 
the bleeding continued, notwithſtanding the 
means that were uſed, I have little doubt but 
that this was one of thoſe caſes; however, 
whether it was, or was not, the fact is clear, 
that an artery of ſome conſiderable ſize was 
wounded, and that the bleeding was ſtopped 
by the Styptic, after compretign had been 
uſed in vain.

WILLIAM LOWE, a hearty ſtrong 
young fellow about ſeventeen years of age, 
by a fall on board a ſhip, received two 
wounds on the head, which penetrated to 
the bone. Symptoms, indicating a com- 
preſſed ſtate of the brain ſoon came on; 
and when bleedings, purgatives, and ſu- 
dorifics, had in vain been had recourſe to, 
I was conſulted. There was no time to 
be loſt in applying the trephine, and a 
piece of the ſcull was therefore inſtantly 
removed. One opening not being ſuffici- 
ent, it was neceſſary to enlarge the wound 
in the ſcalp, to make room for another : 
in doing of which, one artery in particular 
was divided, which it was neceſſary to ſecure 
immediately, as the patient was evidently 
much too low, to bear even a very trifling 1 
additional loſs of blood. I thought this a 
very unfair cafe to uſe the Styptic in, as 
there was no opportunity of confining it to 
the part even for a minute, and therefore in- 
tended to uſc the ligature, but as I wiſhed to 
obſerve the aſttingent effects of the liquid, in- 
dependent of compreſſion, I determined to 
make the trial, and if it did not ſucceed im- 
mediately,

mediately, to take the artery up with the 
needle. A piece of lint well moiſtened with 
the Styptic was then laid on the part, and be- 
ing retained about half a minute, the effuſion 
almoſt immediately ceaſed; nor did it return, 
although the lint was ſoon removed, and the 
part frequently and ſeverely rubbed, by the 
violent exertions of the patient. |

| thoſe about her tried every method they knew 
of, but the bleeding continued as violent as e- 
ver. I went and applied the Styptic upon

bleeding, and I did the fame to it: and in 
two minutes, it intirely ſtopped. She, two 
days after, had a {hight return; ſhe made ule 

of the ſame application, and it ceaſed as be- 

fore; has had no return ſince. Theſe two 

caſes, I think, tend to corroborate the {ſucceſs 

of this diſcovery, ſo uſeful to mankind, in all 

the trials I have hitherto made of it; and 1 

doubt not in time it will become a valuable 

acquiſition to the practice of ſurgery in gene- 

ral.

rely on, I take the liberty to tranſimit to you an 
account of the caſes in which I have tried it. 


ERASE 


JAMES SOABY, a feaman, aged 25 years, 


received into this Hoſpital, 25th of March laſt, 


from his Majeſty's ſhip, Grampus, had the 
great toe taken off in the articulations of the 
firſt and ſecond phalanx, about three months 
before, on the coaſt of Guinea; but being 
fcorbutic, the {kin had retracted, and the end 
of the ſtump was covered with fungus of a 
cartilaginous hardneſs, inveſting the artery. 


On the 26th of April, I amputated within 
the ſkin, ſawing through the ſecond phalanx. 
The blood guſned out in a ſtream nearly the 
fize of a cicw-quill, to the diſtance of ten 
feet! I applied a ſmall doſſil of lint wet with the 
Styptic to the mouth of the artery, which my 
ailiiiat retained, whilſt I took a ſecond dofiil 
from a {mall portion of the ſolution in a ſau- 

cer

cer behind me; on turning my back to apply 
it, I found the bleeding was already intirely 
ſtopped! You can hardly conceive an adequate 
idea of my ſurpriſe on this unexpected event. 


CASE IL 


RICHARD BILBY, received into this 
Hoſpital 1ſt Auguſt, 1785, from his Majeſty's 
ſhip, Ardent, had venereal tumours in ſucceſ- 
ſion, on each ſide of the os frontis, on the 


head of the radius and ulna, corroding the ſkin 


with a caries of the bones. In the April fol- 
lowing, the tibia became affected, attended 
with a profuſe hæmorrhage from the arteries 


between both that and the fibula. Your Styp- 


tic was uſed here with the greateſt effect, and 
the patient was 3 in good health the 
July following. 


JOHN LANGTON a ſeaman, was recei- 
ved in this Hoſpital, 13 Feb. 1786. The third 
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11 
phalanx of the third toe was laid bare its whole 
length by a hurt in the month of May, 178 5, 
half the thickneſs of the bone exfoliated, con- 
derable hæmorrhages followed, which ſtopped 
immediate ly on the application of your Styptic. 


This man was afflicted with epilepſy, in the 


fits he bruiſed the toe. and bled again ſeveral 


times. The ſtyptic on theſe occations was al- 
ways uſed with ſucceſs, and he was diſc har- 
ged perfectly cured, 14th Auguſt laſt. 


CASE IV. 


JAMES WARNOCK, a ſeaman, aged 58 
years, was received into the Hoſpital, May 25, 
1786, from his Majeſty's ſhip, . Pegaſe. In 


the night of the 24th he had been attacked 


by three men, who knocked him down with 


large rough flints tied in handkerchiefs, and

the ſuperior part of the orbit of the eye. 


In removing the ſcalp from both Gn 
the needle was rendered uſeleſs by the ſtyptic. 


The patient had bled profuſely before Mr. 


Hedington, ſurgeon of the Pegaſe, ſaw him 


and ſtopped the hæmorrhage; but ſo ſoon as 
the trephine acted on the depreſſed bone, the 
blood flowed again ſo freely, that I thought 
he would expire before he could remove it. 
When that was accompliſhed, the blood con- 
tinued to flow from under the edge of the 
firm bone, till the Styptic was applied, and 
directly ſtopped it. On the 28th in the

ISAAC KETTLE, ſeaman, aged twenty- 
two, was received in the Hoſpital 18th July 
1786, from his Majeſty” s ſhip, Mediator, for 
the cure of a ſchirrous teſticle, occaſioned by 
a fall in the month of April before. 

The diſeaſe was rapidly advancing to a Car- 
aroma, when Iextirpated on the 20th of Aug. 
having laid bare the ſpermatic chord from the 
abdominal ring to the enlarged Scrotum. I 
found I had not room to divide the chord firſt, 
therefore was under the neceſlity of diſſecting 
upwards, and in this was greatly incommoded 
by the bleeding of an artery leading to the in- 
teguments of the Penis, till a doſſil ſteeped in 
the ſtyptic intirel y prevented: further interrup-

JOHN DAVY, a ſeaman, received from 
his Majeſty's ſhip. Saliſbury, 16th June, 1786, 
had a complicated fracture of the firft and ſe-

On the 1 zth of September, the finger was 
removed at the articulation with the mecacar- 
pus.

YOUR favor dated the * ing by ha- 


ving been miſſent to Wincheſter, &c. did 


not reach me till the 11th, ſince which par- 


ticular buſineſs has prevented me from anſwer- 
ing it. I was in town the beginning of laſt 


July, and then called twice on you, intending 


to have given you the caſe William Buckland 
wiſhed me to communicate to you, but you 
not being at home either time, and having 


ſent for a bottle of your moſt excellent Styp-

enumerate, plainly indicated the loſs of blooa 
to have been very conſiderable, yet all appli- 
cations hith-rto had been ineffectual, though 
the bleeding was not near ſo violent as it had 
been. The meſſenger who had been diſ- 
patched for me in a hurry, brought a very 
imperfect account of the caſe, which I did not 
apprehend had been nearly equal to what I 
found it. I attended inſtantly, and faw him 
in about an hour or ſomething more after the 
accident. The blood being in ſome meaſure 
ſtopped, I applied a ſuitable bandage above the 
cubitus, and had him properly conveyed home 
to his maſter's houſe, and then cleared away 
every thing that had been before applied to the 
veſſel, looſened the bandage, and applied doſ- 
ſils of lint wet with the tinct. ſtyptic helvetii. 
ſuitable compreſſes, &c. a ſufficiently light 
bandage to reſtrain the preſent returning co-
